The  following  items  appear  in  the  Town  and  School  Budgets  and 
were  considered  as  special  items  or  of  such  a  nature  to  classify  them 
as  capital  expenditures. 
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1.  A  petition  was  received  from  a  group  of  Gorham  citizens  for 
improvement  of  the  playground  in  the  rear  of  the  Edward  Fenn  School 
to  cost  not  more  than  $760.00. 

We  recommend  that  $760.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

2.  An  amount  of  $1,000.00  was  requested  by  the  Selectmen  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  general  dredging  of  streams. 

We  recommend  that  $1,000.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

3.  An  amount  of  $2,000.00  was  requested  by  the  Selectmen  for 
the  provision  of  a  new  dump-site. 

We  recommend  that  $2,000.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

4.  An  amount  of  $15,500.00  was  requested  by  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  H-30  Hough  Loader  and 
Backhoe. 

We  recommend  that  $15,500.00  be  approved  for  this  item  and  that 
this  amount  be  raised  through  the  issuance  of  short  term  notes  to  be 
paid  over  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years. 

5.  An  amount  of  $900.00  was  requested  by  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  for  the  replacement  of  the  water  line  on  Cottage  St. 

We  recommend  that  $900.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

6.  An  amount  of  $13,000.00  was  requested  by  the  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  for  the  construction  of  a  building,  purchase  and 
installing  of  chlorinating  equipment  for  the  chlorination  of  the  Gor- 
ham water  supply  as  required  by  State  law. 

We  recommend  that  $13,000.00  be  raised  for  this  purpose. 

7.  A  request  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $6,800.00  was  received  from 
the  Gorham  School  Board  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  School  bus.  The 
School  Board  recommended  that  this  amount  be  paid  over  a  period 
not  to  exceed  three  years  by  the  issuance  of  short  term  notes  on  the 
credit  of  the  Gorham  School  District.  The  first  payment  to  be  made 
during  the  fiscal  school  year  1963-1964. 

We  recommend  that  the  Gorham  School  Board  be  authorized  to 
make  this  purchase  as  described  in  the  request.

The  Libby  Memorial  Swimming  Pool  was  open  for  an  eleven  week 
season  from  10:00  a.m.  to  8:00  p.m.  daily.  Five  life  guards  and  a  main- 
tenance man  were  employed.  Four  of  the  life  guards  were  qualified 
Red  Cross  Water  Safety  Instructors. 

Red  Cross  swimming  instructions  were  offered  to  the  following 
classes:  Beginners,  Intermediates,  Swimmers,  Advance  Swimmers,  Jun- 
ior Life  Saving  and  Senior  Life  Saving.

The  White  Mountains  Region  Association  as  a  voluntary  non- 
profit organization,  receives  support  from  the  communities  of  the 
Region,  the  state  and  from  individual  members  so  that  a  program 
of  cooperative  promotion  and  development  of  northern  New  Hamp- 
shire may  be  carried  on. 

The  Association  publishes  and  distributes  six  different  folders 
a  year  advertising  the  many  advantages  of  the  Region.  It  receives 
and  carefully  answers  about  6,000  letters  per  year  from  people 
interested  in  a  vacation  in  the  North  Country.  The  value  of  this 
single  service  cannot  be  over-emphasized.  Recent  surveys  have 
shown  that  the  tourists  attracted  by  this  mailing  service  have  spent 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  in  the  Region.  The  Associa- 
tion sponsors  the  annual  fall  foliage  tours,  and  represents  the  Region 
at  national  travel  shows. 

Through  its  board  of  directors,  it  is  able  to  speak  for  the 
Region's  needs  at  state  and  national  hearings  and  at  important 
meetings  within  the  Region.  It  maintains  a  news  release  service  to 
local  newspapers  to  help  inform  the  citizens  of  the  North  Country 
of  worth-while  activities  and  economic  trends. 

This  winter  the  Association  is  running  a  cooperative  ad  program 
with  the  chambers  of  commerce  in  the  ski  areas  to  promote  skiing 
in  the  White  Mountains.  It  cooperates  with  private  promotional 
groups,  local  chambers  of  commerce,  and  with  the  state  promo- 
tional agencies.  It  promotes  the  sale  of  real  estate  through  the 
mailing  of  real-estate  purchase  bulletins  to  real  estate  brokers.  It 
conducts  labor  surveys  for  groups  interested  in  industrial  develop- 
ment, maintains  an  award  program  for  the  4-H  Clubs,  and  promotes 
agriculture  within  the  Region. 

In  uninterrupted  service  since  1938,  it  has  helped  establish  the 
White  Mountains  Region  as  a  vacation  center  as  fine  as  any  in  the 
world  and  contributed  in  many  other  ways  to  the  economic  better- 
ment of  all  forty-six  communities  in  northern  New  Hampshire.
